WASHINGTON-(/P)—The senate re- 


fused, <I9 to 28, Tuesday night, to add 
$50,000,000 to the ?100,000,000 relief 
bill. It then approved the measure 
on a voice vote and sent it to the 
White House. 


President Roosevelt had requested a 


$150,000,000 appropriation 
to 
carry 


WPA through until the end of this 
fiscal year on July 1, and a group led 
by Senator Pepper (Dem., Fla,) work- 
ed vigorously to obtain that amount. 
The president wrote Pepper that if 
only ?100,000,000 were voted, 300,000 or 
400,000 relief jobs would be eliminated, 


The final vote Came after Major- 


ity Leader Berkley (Dem., Ky.) had 
vigorously defended an agreement by 
some administration supporters, econ- 
omy bloc Democrats an(J Republicans 
for a $100,000,000 appropriation, He 
told the senate he had positive know- 
ledge that the house would not con- 
sent lo an increase in the allotment, 
and thai it would be futile for the 
senate to vote more. 


"However much I may regret the 


reduction," Barkley said, "and how- 
ever unsatisfactory it may be and is 
to the president, there are 531 mem- 
bers of Congress and 530 of them be- 
sides me have the right to pass on this 
proposition." 


Pepper's proposal lo add ?50,000,000 


to the bill was supported by.24 Dem- 
ocrats, one Republican, one Farmer? 
Laborite, one Progressive and one In- 
dependent. Opposed were 31 Demo- 
crats, 17 Republicans and one Farm- 
er-La borite. 


Neither of Arkansas's senators voted

Every federal state and' local parole 
agency in the country will be re- 
presented. The findings of an elabo- 
.rntc three-day study of all of the 
country's parole systems will be pre- 
sented. There will be papers, speech- 
es, round-table discussions—and out of 
it all will come Hie information which 
will enable the country to give itself 
the kind of parole system it ought to 
have. 


Was It Parole? 


Right now America'has no "parole 


system." 
It has 49 separate systems, 


Some of them are pretty good and 
some are absolutely . terrible. 
And 


although,a grcnt many, people critisize 
parole from time; to time, few of 
them really know what they are talk- 
ing about. 
. - . ' • ; ' 


The expert penologists at the Dep- 


artment of Justice who are planning 
this conference point but, first of all, 
that parole isn't probation, it isn't 
pardon, and it isn't'time off for good 
behavior. Basically It is simply an ex- 
tension of the state's control over 
a criminal after ;ho leaves prison, 
and the theory back of- It is this: 


Within a definite number of years 


any given criminal (excludeing lifers) 
is going to come out of prison. Even 
if he wants to go straight the- job 
of rcdjusting himself to freedom is 
going to be tough. If he conies out 
without any strings on him, society 
won't be able to check up and see 
that he is making'-the readjustment. 


By letting him out ahead of time, 


on parole, society can keep tab on 
him. 
It can see in what direction 


he is heading, and if he is heading 
back toward crime, it can yank him 
back into prison without waiting for 
him to commit some definite, con- 
crete misdeed. 


Properly handled, then, parole is 


the exact reverse 'of crimihalcoddling. 
Its primary aim is to protect society. 
Federal, prison officials, incidentally, 
remark that in states which have ef- 
ficient parole systems, the habitual 
criminal doesn't apply for parole. 
He'll take a pardon if he can. get 
it,.and he'll work cannily to get time 
off, for good behavior; but he doesn't 
want any strings on him. when ho 
comes out. ,

, .W?ak Spots 


A good parole system, ..naturally, 


.takes . forethought-; and money. 
It 


takes a. good-sized staff' of.'experts. 
And-'there is where the trouble comes, 


There are cases where the, entire pa- 
role board, .from top. man'to.'lowliest 
field worker, is fired every time 'there 
is a change of administration, 
'The 


places go' to party hacks, not to ex- 
perts.

Paroles arc often enough passed out 


for political considerations. 
In one 


state, for instance, the material which 
the parole board "studies" when an 
application for parole comes up consist 
almost exclusively of letters from 
people who have written to- urge 
granting of the parole. 


Where politics doesn't make a hash 


of things, tight?fistedness often docs 
There arc slates who parole staffs arc 
so small that they could not possibly, 
with the best will in the world, sup- 
ervice the conduct of paroled pris- 
oners. 


In u number of states, the whole 


parole staff consists of one lone man, 
In one case, that man gets a salary 
of 52000 a year and no travel al- 
lowance whatever, Supervision over 
paroled prisoners in such states is, 
of course, non-existent. The mos.t that 
can be done is to require the parolee 
to write a monthly letter stating that 
lie is keeping out of trouble. 


Citizens of such states, obviosuly, 


have no parole systems at all. The 
fault, as the federal experts see it, 
rests on the public, which refuses 
lo spend the money necessary to set 
up a workable parole system, 


Revelations Arc Due 


The forthcoming conference will go 


into all such matters in detail, toll- 
ing just which states are doing a good 
job on parole and which states are 
not. 


In the end, enough material will be 


made public, enough expert opion 
will be aired and enough agreement on 
standards will be obtained so that 
every citizen may know just what 
a good parole system is and just how 
far his own state falls short of pro- 
viding one. 


After that, it is up to the public. 
Attorney General Frank Murphy 


is chairman of the general committee 
in charge of the parole conference. 
Others on this committee include such 
men as Austin H, MacCormick, pre- 
sident of the American Prison As- 
sociation; Robert L. Cochran, gover- 
nor of Nebraska; Lowell Mellyctt, 
chairman of the National Emergency 
Council; Senator Henry F, Ashurst; 
J. Edgar Hoover; Stephen Chadwick, 
national commander of the American 
Legion; and William J. Quinn of San 
Francisco, president of the National 
Association of Police.

I In Berlin and Rome, as I write these 
words, the "take-a-chance factions are 
assuredly engaged in a bitter struggle 
with the "take-it-easy" element, On 
the outcome of this struggle, in all 
human probability, hangs the peace of 
the world. 


"Throwing Scares" 


A desire on the part of Rome and 


Berlin to "throw a scare" into any 
Balkan nations which might be con- 
sidering joining the Anglo-French 
"stop-thc-axis" bloc is a major reason 
for Italy's invasion of Albania. 


It has, however, been suggested that 


there may be far-reaching miltary 
plans behind the Albanian adventure 
of II .Duce. It is whispered that he 
has designs on Yugoslavia and Greece 
—that he is stretching out his arm 
toward the Dardanelles, key-point of 
the Near East, 


Certainly all this has a plausible 


sound. Were Italy to gain control of 
the Dardanelles, Rumania and Russia 
would be cut off from the western 
world completely, as was the case in 
the World War when Turkey joined 
the Central Powers, 


No greater victory or one more 


promising from every point of view 
could be attained by the Rome-Berlin 
partnership 
than 
control of 
this 


strategic waterway. Not only would 
Rumania be helpless in their grasp 
unless aided by Russia, but Ihe latter 
would be seriously menaced—by the 
cutting of her best exterior line of 
communications, and also by the threat 
of axis fleets, operating in the Black 
Sea, cutting her off from her Cau- 
casian oil supplies at Batum, and 
thus immobilizing her vast air fleet 
and her highly mechanized army. 


It may be pointed out that the 


Straits are now in the possession of 
Turkey, a tough little nation which 
has a record for hard fighting in de- 
fense of its rights, and a particular 
hatred for Italians, 


Turkey alone, however, could hard- 


ly defend the Straits against the full 
power of Italy backed up by Germany. 


Moreover, there is Bulgaria to be 


reckoned 
with—Bulgaria, 
separated 


nqw from the Italians in Albania only 
by the strange region called Mace- 
donia, partly in the possession of Yugo- 
slavia and partly in that of Greece. 
Bularia has long nursed irredentist 
Breams pf recovering »o$ only the 
pobrudja, taken irom ler by Rumania 
in the Balkan wars, but her lost "win- 
dow" on the Aegean Sea. Bulgaria'0

This is one of the main problems that 


confronts medicine today. Whooping 
cough is a -wide-spread disease far 


t> serious, in fact, for the growing 


child' than' either measles or scarlet 
fever.

The inost that could he done to pre- 


vent the spread of whooping cough was 
to isolate children who became infect- 
ed so that Well children could not come 
in contact with them. However, many 
cnildreri apparently go oh coughing 
after they are well and act as carriers 
of the germs. 


During the years that have passed; 


physicians have studied more carefully 
the different germs that might be in- 
.vblved. The most recent evidence in- 
dicates that there are varieties of the 
germs arid that it becomes necessary, 
therefore; to prepare vaccines with re- 
iationshipto the different types of 'or- 
ganisms'. 


In. various -parts of the country d i f- 


ferent vaccines have been used—using 
different types of dosage. There now 
seems to be good evidence that a vac- 
cine properly used will confer .com- 
plete protection-on many children and 
partial protection on others. 


In some instances it seenis to be de- 


sirable to vaccinate the children each 
year as long-as'they are in the period 
\vhen they are likely to be exposed to 
whooping: cough, usinig small amounts 
of vaccine after the first immunization. 


Unfortunately, we do not have for 


whooping cough the kind of a test that 
we have for diphtheria which shows 
with certainty whether or not a child 
when exposed is likely to develop the 
disease. 


Recently physicians in San Fran- 


cisco vaccinated 211 infants with a 
whooping cough Vaccine arid used 182 
infants who were not vaccinated for 
purposes of comparison.

WASHINGTON — Every 20 years 


the United States gets riled at Ger- 
many.- . 


It has been going on for about 80 


years. Now we are at another peak 
oj_ anger. The cause is approximately 
the''same as before. Germans, when 
on the march, often seem to us over- 
bearing, 
And situated as we are, 


seperated from Germany by France, 
England and the Atlantic Ocean, we 
are not obliged to pacify them. After 
a 'lime tempers cool and good rela- 
tions are restored.

Previous rulings on cotton payments

We do not know whether this means
